c. Additional parameters identified by the Discharger on a facility-specific basis that serve as 

indicators of the presence of all industrial pollutants identified in the pollutant source 

assessment (Section X.G.2). These additional parameters may be modified (added or removed) 

in accordance with any updated SWPPP pollutant source assessment;

1. Technology-Based and Water Quality-Based Effluent Limitations  

CWA Section 301(b)(1)(CA) requires that discharges from existing facilities must, at a 

minimum, comply with technology-based effluent limitations based on the technological 

capability of Dischargers to control pollutants in their discharges. Discharges must also 

comply with any more stringent water quality-based limitations necessary to meet water 

quality standards in accordance with CWA Section 301(b)(1)(C). Water quality-based 

limitations are discussed in Section E of this Fact Sheet titled “Receiving Water Limitations.” 

Both technology-based effluent limitations and water quality-based limitations are 

implemented through NPDES permits. (CWA sections 301(a) and (b).) 

 

3. Time Schedule Orders, p. 27 

Where a Discharger believes that additional time to comply with the final water quality-based 

effluent limitations and/or receiving water limitations in a TMDL is necessary, a Discharger 

may within 45 days of the effective date of the TMDL requirements, or no less than 90 days 

prior to the final compliance deadline if after adoption of this General Permit amendment, 

request a time schedule order pursuant to California Water Code section 13300 for the 

Regional Water Board’s consideration.
